Jacob Gould Schurman, U. 8S, min- 
ister to China, conferred with Presi- 
dent Ceolidge at the white house Mon- 
day, ang this gave rise to the rumors 
regarding China. Schurman, however, 


fplayed down the importance of the 


revolution when he discussed the sit- 
uation, saying that the interests of 
foreign nations there would not be 
disturbed. 

Mrs. Wilbur, wife of the secre- 
tary, said she had not heard from 
Secretary Wilbur regarding his re- 
turn to the capital. When the Unit- 
ed News dispatch was read to her.

“He was Virginia’s finest contribu- 
tion to the welfare of all mankind,” 
said John Wicker, past commander of 
the department of Virginia, in pre- 
senting the potrait to the legion’s 
national headquarters. 

Reverently, the former soldiers 
stood, silent in their tribute, as a 
band struck up, slowly, the strains 
of “Carry Me Back to Old Virginia.” 

A garland of roses then was draped 
over the portrait by two members of 
the Virginia auxiliary, a woman sang 
“There Is No Death,” and after a! 
minute of silent prayer, a_ bugler 
sounded “taps.” 

Blue and Gray Join Hands. 


Judge Ell Torrance, of Minneapolis, 
past commander of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, had praised the “cour- 
age and fighting qualities” of the Con 
federate soldiers. All bitterness of the 
Civil war now was gone, he said. 

Then, as General W. B. Haldeman, 
of Louisville was presented as com- 
mander in chief of the United Con- 
federate Veterans, bands took up the 
stirring strains of “Dixie,” and le- 
gionnaires turned loose an ovation. 

When General Halderman had con- 
cluded, pointing to the complete union 
of the north and the south, Former 
Governor S. R. Vansant, of Minne- 
apolis, past commander of the Grand 
Army of the Republic evoked further 
cheers by a tribute to the confederate 
soldiers. 

Quinn Cites Record. 

It was a demonstration that_af- 
forded the legionnaireg to unload some 
of the pent up enthusiasm that had 
been held closely in check throughout 
the session by the frequent use of 
Commander Quinn’s gavel. 

The commander, in his address, 
pointed to achievements of the past 
year as a fitting climax of five years 
of endeavor and said the accomplish- 
ments had doubled the prestige of the 
legion.

Almost ansthing that vives an un- 
easy vensatio.z in the skia and a de 
sire to scratch is ealled itch. There 
are easily 57 varieties of itch, but 
vnly one genuine original seven-year 
low-life itch, and that is scabies, 
which, ufter all, as 1 can testify feel- 
ingly. doesn’t hold a candls to the der- 
matitis of ivy poisoning when-it comes 
to *tehing. Seven hours, however, is 
sufficient for the itch, in my opinion, 
although a lot of people wue know <o 
many things which ain’t so abon* 
these medical matters make a brave 
try ior the seven-year record when 
they get the itch. It is still an af- 
fectation of the esthetically washei! 
bit hygienically dirty clas. that the 
real itch is exclusively a disease of 
the lower classes. The truth is that 
scabies prevails as widely among the 
bontons as among the population at 
large. Educated people ought to en- 
deavor to free their minds of the 
smilg stiperstition that parasites or 
germs “breed from filth.” Esthetic 
cleariiness has nothing to do with the 
prevalence of parasitic or bacterial 
diseases. That notion is an outgrowth 
from the quaint conceptions of the 
benichted past. 

Genuine itch busies you just at the 
time you'd naturally prefer to settle 
down and snooze. Seems the itch 
mite, glorifying in the title of Acarus

scabel, wakes up and fal's to work | 


when your skin gets nice and warm | 


in bed. These mites, it must chagrin 
some of the fad healerg to know, are 
not guite invisible to the naked eve 
like disease germs, but actually dis 
cernible if you have keea vision an’ 
look sharp. ‘The disease is actually 
caused by the parasite whieh burrows 
in the skin, and not by any “impur 
ity” in your blood or any cisarrange- 
ment in your spine. In order to ge. 
cured, you've get to kill er dispose 
of the parasites somehow. Absurd, 
'isn’t it?—but true. 

As usual, it is the female of the 
especies that causes most of the trou- 
ble. She burrows along cust under 
the cuticle and leaves in her wake a 
trail punctured with eggs. The bur- 
row, until broken or obliterated hy 
scratching, appears as a little whitish 
or sometimes a black line, perhaps 
a sixth of an inch long, especially on 
the inside of the wrist and between 
the fingers. Unless these burrows are 
observed, there is no reascnable cer- 
tainty that the trouble is really the 
itch. (All sorts of grataitous titles 
are given scaties in different parts 
of the country, such as Cuban, Spar 
ish, Italian, but none of these nick 
names mean anything.) 

Of course, the only way you can 
cet senbies is by catching it from 
‘another ease, through direct persona! 
contact or more rarely through. the 
medium of clothing or ofter articles 
‘infested with the itch mites. Everr

For this reason, great deliberation 
in marketing now seems to be the 
safest policy for the growers to pur- 
sue. The muiltitudinous crop esti- 
mates that have confused the judge: 
ment and killed speculation are being 
issued in pursuance of an act of con- 
gress. It is too late to stop them 
this season, but it is to be hoped that 
they will be inhibited next year and 
meantime they should be ignored. 

No one knows what the intrinsic 
value of cotton is, nor has the cost 
of production even been exactly s- 
certa:ned. It varies with the weather 
and the productivity of the soil. bu: 
with corn at $1.18 and wheat at $1.33 
a bushcl, it seems unlikely that cot 
ton can be raised at less than 25 cents 
a povnd, Therefore we may see a 
startling reduction in acreage next 
season if those who grew the present 
crop are compelled to take much less 
than “two bits” a pound for it. 

This aspect of the co:mparatively 
near future is worth consicering, fo 
coming events cast their shadows a 
long way ahead in the cotton mar- 
ket and by next January, which is 
only three and a half mouths away, 
the trade will be discussing the acre- 
rege for the crop of 1925-26. 

There is a story of a parsimonious 
farmer who took his boy to a neigh- 
or’s, where a bountiful dinner was 
put before them. When the father 
whispered to his son that he “ha* 
better eat fore today and tomorrow 
too.” the lad answered. “hold on, 
Dad, I ain’t got through eating for 
yesterday yet.” 

The textile industry is in much the 
same case. For two vears it hes 
been starved for cotton. If fortun- 
ately, this crop should ve as large 
as scme believe, much of it will gu 
to filt vesterday’s vacuum and the 
rest will easily find buyers among 
those who will be willing to provide 
for tomorrow as well as teday.

In Naval Stores, Says Survey 


New Orleans, September 15.—An 
encouraging development of the ex- 
port trade in forest products and 
naval stores during the twelve months 
ending June 30 is indicated in statis- 
tics covering that period, according to 
the Lumber Trade Journal, of New 
Orleans, which today published de- 
tailed figures on the movement. 

The gulf section, as usual, says the 
journal, took the lead in shipments of 
timber and lumber. The New Or- 
leans customs district succeeded the 
Mobile district, less gulf port, in first 
place, Mobile dropping to second place, 
which it occupied the year before. 
Gulf port dropped to fourth place, 
its last year’s position, Sabine climb- 
ing to third, while Pensacola took 
fifth place and put the remainder of 
the Florida district back in sixth. 

Shipments by districts (Gulfport 
and Pensacola ports regarded as sep- 
arate districts) were, in thousands of 
feet: 

New Orleans, timber 36,3085; lum- 
ber 188,113; Mobile, timber 42.877: 
fumber 150,494; Sabine, timber 59,- 
961; lumber 54.330; Gulfport, tim- 
ber 6,267; lumber 103,083; Pensa- 
cola, timber 17,785, lumber 91,441; 


Florida, timber 881; lumber 92,484. 

Exports of naval stores showed a 
substantial gain over the previous 
year with movement of 1,208,3S8 bar- 
rels of rosin as compared with 1,039,- 
742 during the same period last year 
and 11,688,084 gallons of turpentine 
as compared with 9,410,226 last year. 
The Florida district led in rosin ex- 
ports with 478,101 barrels as com- 
pared with 375,354 last year. Geor- 
gia was in second place with 405,708 
barrels, New Orleans third with 174, 
634 and Mobile fourth with 
Georgia led in the export of turpen- 
tine with 5,443,805 gallons as against 
4.166.610 last year. Florida was sec- 
ond with 2,848,596, New Orleans 
third with 963,828 and Mobile last 
with 147,519. 

The last report was featured by 
comment on the wide distribution, 
forty-four countries of destination 
being listed for New Orleans alone. 
Of the principal destinations most 
showed increases over the previous 
vear, the exceptions, as to rosin, being 
Italy, Sweden, Uruguay, Dutch East 
Indies and Japan while the only coun- 


try showing a loss in turpentine tak- 
ings was British South Africa.
